reduce the cost of living, and their 
quality and f r e s h n e s s can always be 
depepnded on. 
Householders usually d* sire not on­ 
ly eggs for the table and for cooking. 
tint also an occasional chicken to eat. 
For this reason out* of the general* 
p u r p o s e b re e d s , such as the 1‘lymouth 
Rock, Wyandotte, Rhode Island Red. 
or Orpington, is preferable 
to 
the 
smaller, egg breeds, sueh as tin* Leg­ 
horn-. 
Not only do the mature fowls 
of these breeds, because of their larg­ 
er size, make bein r table fowls than1 
the le ghorns, but the young chickens 
for the same reason make better friers 
ami roasters, whereas chickens of the 
egg b r e e d s art* only suitable for the 
smaller broilers. 
The general-purpose 
breeds are also “broody" breeds, the 
hens making good sitters and mothers. 
which Is a decided advantage when it 
is d e s ir e d to batch and raise chick­ 
ens, since the hens of the egg breeds 
seldom go broody and are in any event 
rather unreliable -liters and mothers. 
lf, however, the production of eggs 
outweighs the desire for an occasional 
table fowl, the lighter egg breeds un­ 
doubtedly 
will be found better 
be­ 
c a u s e they lay a- ninny egg- and do 
so on less feed. with the result that 
they produce the eggs more cheaply. 
It is by all means advisable to keep 


some pure breed or variety. 
Where 
this is done, sales at a profitable figure 
can often la* made of breeding stock 
which it is intended to market or of 
eggs for hatching. 
The size of the flock which can he 
most efficiently kept will depend first 
of all ii]ion the space available and, 
secondly, upon the amount of table 
scraps or other waste which is avail­ 
able for food. 
It is a mistake to try 
to overstock the available space. 
Pet­ 
ter results will be obtained from a few 
hens in'a small yard than from a larg­ 
er number. 
The back yard poultry 
flock rarely will consist of over 20 or 
25 hens and in many cases of not more 
than 8 or IO. 
For a flock of 20 to 2 » 
hens a space of not less than 25 by 
BO feet should he available for a yard. 
Allow on the average 20 to 30 square 
feet per bird. 


The smallest back yard affords an 
opportunity 
to 
keep 
a 
few 
hen-. 
Whether the occupant of the prem­ 
ises can keep those few hens to ad­ 
vantage depends upon whether he or 
she can and will give them tin* nec­ 
essary care.

Immature Birds Rarely Make Steady, 
Profitable 
Egg Producers. 
At this season many very immature 
and runty pullets are sold to beginners 
in poultry keeping with the represen­ 
tation that a few weeks of good care 
will tiring them to laying maturity. 
Those who buy such stock are almost 
always disappointed in it. 
They find 
that the immature bird- take months 
instead of weeks to complete their 
growth and that the ill-grown ones 
rurely make steady, profitable pro­ 
ducers. 
Disappointment and loss on account 
of such unsuitable stock may be gen­ 
erally avoided if buyers will refuse to 
take specimens that are plainly infe­ 
rior or very immature. While it is not 
necessary that stock used for egg pro­ 
duction only should be 
up 
to 
the 
weights desired in standard breeding 
stock, it is advisable in all breeds to 
reject those pullets which at maturity 
would fall below the average medium 
weight of ordinary 
stock 
of 
their

development is likely also to cause low 
egg production. 
Plymouth Iiork, Wyandotte, Rhode 
Island Red and Orpington pullets that 
now weigh four pounds or more; and 
Leghorn, Ancona and Carapine pullets 
that now approximate three pound* in 
weight, are reasonably sure nut to dis­ 
appoint those who buy them with the 
expectation of getting eggs early in 
the winter. 
As a rule the larger and heavier the 
pullets are at this season the sooner 
they will begin to lay. Those who buy 
pullets of the weights given above and 
upwards at an approximate price per 
pound can not lose on the transaction 
If they give the birds good care and 
feed them judiciously. 
With regard to the value of well- 
grown pullets at 
this season, 
they 
should command a little higher price 
per pound than liens and the general 
run of spring chickens, but 
unless 
they ore undoubtedly ready to begin 
laying promptly it is not good policy 
to pay more than a very moderate 
premium for them.

Clean Water for Poultry. 
A supply of pure drinking water fre­ 
quently renewed is as necessary for 
poultry as sufficient supplies of food. 
There are two different types of drink­ 
ing vessels for poultry in common u se : 
Open vessels—pails, pans, crocks, and 
the like—and drinking fountains so 
constructed that dust and dirt can get 
Into the water only by way of a very 
small exposed surface. 
These quite opposite types of drink­ 
ing vessels are about equally popular 
with poultry keepers. 
Open vessels 
catch more dirt and dust, but are more 
easily cleaned. 
Closed fountains may 
be vised nim h longer without clean­ 
ing. but if allowed to become foul an* 
harder to clean thoroughly. 
Placing open drinking vessels on a 
shelf a foot or more above the floor 
prevents the hens 
from 
scratching 
coarse litter into them, but does not 
keeiv out fine dust which floats in 
the air and settles in the water. Thor­ 
oughly rinsing open vessels once a 
day, and scalding drinking fountains 
once or twice a week will usually keep 
them as clean as necessary.

If is sometimes helpful to glance at 
the ('lid of a story and consider the suc­ 
cessful issue, especially when there are 
many difficulties to be met along the 
way. In these days to which we have 
come and always it is well to live on 
such words as these: “The kingdom 
shall be the Lord’s,” “lie shall see of 
the trevail His soul and shall be sat­ 
isfied” 
(Obad. 
21; 
Ps. 
22:27, 
28; 
Rev. 11:13; Isa. 53:11), 
It will help 
us in the lesson of today to keep before 
us chapter 6:15, 16. “So the wall was 
finished; 
. 
. 
. 
they perceived that 
this work was wrought of our God.” 
Had those who wrought been all skilled 
workmen they might have given the 
credit to them, but when the wall was 
built by merchants and goldsmiths and 
apothecaries and women they had to 
look to some power beyond the visible.

were very angry and mocked the Jews 
and conspired to hinder the work 
(chapter 4:1, 7.

So they prayed unto God and 
set a watch against the enemy -day 
and night (vv. 4, 9). 
We must expect to he reproached 
and despised, but we must just tell 
him as Nehemiah did and remember 
his own word to us to watch and pray 
and attend each one to his work while 
we wait for his call (Mark 13:32-37). 
The enemy did all in their power to 
hinder the work and to make the peo­ 
ple afraid, but God brought their coun­ 
sel to naught, reminding us of these 
words: 
“The Lord bringeth the coun­ 
sel of the heathen to naught. 
He 
maketh the devices of the people of 
none effect. 
The counsel 'of the Lord 
standeth forever, the thoughts of his 
heart -to all generations” (v. 15; Ps. 
33: 10. 11). 
The remedy for all fear 
is to remember the Lord, as Nehemiah 
told them in verse 14 and as Isaiah 
said in chapters 41:12, 13; 51:12. 13: 
“They, that war against thee shall be 
as nothing and as a thing of naught 
. . . Who art thou that thou should- 
esf he afraid of a man 
.

and 
i forgettest the Lord thy Maker?” 


The worst troubles are not always

4:16-18), 
The work is the Lord’s, and the battle 
is his also, and he will work in us both 
to win and to do and fight for us 
(v. 20; Phil. 2:13; Ex. 14:14; Josh. 
23:10). 
We have only to dwell with 
him for his work, and remember his 
words: “I will work, and who shall hin­ 
der it?” “Every purpose of the Lord 


and Nehemiah had troubles also from 
within, for the men of Judah com­ 
plained of the much rubbish and little 
strength for the work and said that 
they were not able to build the wall. 
They seem to have belonged to the 
same sort of people as the nobles who 
put not their necks to the work of 
the Lord (vv. 10 and 3:5). Then there 
were those keen men of business 
who, like some today, made a cor­ 
ner in corn and compelled people 
to morisngc their lands end houses 
in order to buy food (vv. 1-6). 
Ne- 
hemiiih spoke severely to them and 
made them cease their oppression, 
and. while be as their governor should 
have been cared for by them, he would 
not accept anything from them, but 
eared for 150 Jews and rulers at bis 
own table, boides many from outside 
(vv. 6-19). 
Chapter 6 tells how his en­ 
emies by trickery and deceit and lying 
tried to do him Harm, but the Lord 
delivered him from them all. giving 
him insight into their treachery and 
courage to deal with them as they de­ 
served, 
I> iv truly a costly thing to 
be out and out for God in this present 
evil world.
